Worker loses foot, soldier 
hurt in two mine blasts

TEL AVIV. — A worker from Tiberias lost a foot and suffered other injuries 
when he trod on a mine, laid by terrorists, in the vineyards of Kibbutz Tel 
Katzir shortly after seven o'clock yesterday morning. He is Yosef Asraf, 45. 
A second worker, David Nahum, 18, was also injured. 


A soldier was injured in 2 second mine 
incident at noon yesterday, He was travel- 
ing in a command car which struck a mine 
near Dabussiyeh — in the southern part of 
the Golan heights and close to the Jordan 
border. 

The ‘explosion at Tel Katzir, south- 
east of Lake Kiuneret, ig believed to have 
been caused by a so-called “shoe mine.” 
The two workers had gone to wash their 
hands. A few minutes earlier an anti- 
vehicle mine had been discovered near- 
by, and ail the workers in the vineyard 
bad been recalled to a packing shed. 

“Shoes mines” usually consist of a 
charge of explosives packed in a wooden 
box, which cannot be detected by 
conventional (metal sensitive) mine de- 


FIRE ON CIVILIAN WORKERS 

‘About 11 o'clock yesterday morning 
fire was opened from east of the Jordan 
on a group of civilian workers in the 
fields of Sha’ar Hagolan, in the Jordan 
Valley. Covering units in the area re- 
turned the Jordanian fire. There were no 
Israeli casualties. 

According to reports, Monday night's 
shelling of settlements in the Jordan and 
Beisan Valleys was apparently much hea- 
vier than initially known. Kibbutz Gesher

I am 
alsa authorized to reaffirm that we are 
willing to seck agreement with each Arab 
state on all the matters included in that 
resolution. 

“More recently, we have accepted the 
proposal of Dr. Jarring to bring about 
a meeting between Israel. and each of its 
neighbours under his auspices and in ful- 
filment of hig mandate for the purpose 
of reaching a peaceful and accepted set- 
tlement. No Arab state has yet accepted 
that proposal. The Arab Governments 
continue to assert that they are bound 
te the Khartoum Conference resclution 
which says: ‘No negotiations with Is- 
racl." Thelr policy is in flagrant contra- 
diction to the spirit and the terms of the 
resolution which they pretend to accept. 

“Wil any Arab representative specifi- 
cally and unequivocally declare that his 
Government is prepared to establish a 
just and lasting peace with Israel, to 
promote agreement with Israel on a 
peaceful and accepted settlement, to re- 
cognise Israel's sovereignty, independence 
and right to live within secure and re- 
coguized boundaries to be worked out as 
part of the peace-making process, and 
to meet with Israel's representatives un- 
der Dr. Jarring’s auspices?” 

The significance of this statement, said 
Mr. Eban. is to be understood in confor- 
mity with the principles and purposes 
enunciated hy the Government of Isracl 
regarding the establishment of peace in 
the Middle East. Our policy is expressed 
in the Knesset resolutions of August 1 
and subsequently, and remains fully va- 
Hd. 

In the second half of March, in April 
and at the hegiuning of May, I proposed 
to Ambassador Jarring a proposal on a 
method of tmplementing the Security 
Council resolution in accordance with 
which he is carrying out his mission. This 
proposal was discussed by the Cabinet on 
May 21 and constituted the focal point of 
the report which the Government endorsed 
at that meeting, 

The proposed method of out 
the November 1967 resolution for the 
establishment of a durable peace, com- 
prises four phases: 


A. NEGOTIATIONS 

Face to face negotiatious between Israel 
and each Arab Stste on the basis of de- 
clared agreement that the aim of the ac- 
gotiation is the establishment of peace. 
We are ready τὸ have the envoy of the 
U.N, Secretary-General convene the parties 
for such negotiations, ag the Prime Min- 
ister stated on December 1, 1967, and as 
I told the poet on March 5, 1968. 


AGREEMENTS 

‘When the το τὴ" convene for negotia- 
tlons they must work towards agreements 
on ali the matters mentioned in the Secur- 
ity Council resolution, As far hack .as 
February 1, 1968 Dr. Jarring was in- 
formed of the Government's view that 
Terael is ready to conduct negotiations on 
each of the matters contained in the 
Security Council resolution which the 
other party desires to raise, and reserves 
her right to raise any point which she re- 
gards as important. In this context the 
parties to the talks could reach agreement 
on the secure and recoguized border which 
would go into effect with the signing of 
peace treaties. The definition of the agreed 
border and agreed security ents 
would obviously determine the deployment 
of armed forces in conditions of peace. 

Also to be decided would be agreements 
on the abrogation of belligerency and the 
form of the declaration required from the 
Governments of the region regarding 
their explicit recognition of the independ- 
ence, integrity and sovereignty of every 
state and her right to exist in peace. free 
from fear of attack within recognized 
and secure boundaries to be determined 
with the establishment of peace. 

Agreements would be concluded on the 
form of guarantees to be given concerning 
immediate freedom of navigation in inter- 
national waterways to Israel. 

Agreements will-also be formulated re- 
garding the principles and institution for 
ἃ solution of the refugee probiem.

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C. CONOLUSION OF TREATY 

All these above-mentioned agreements 
will be incorporeted in peace treaties, upon 
the signature of which the state of hel-

D, IMPLEMENTATION 

The parties will agree to work out ar- 
rangements for the implementation of the 
agreements after these have been signed 
in the framework of peace treaties. In 
other words, the process of establishing 
peace, which is the objective of the Se- 
curity Sounell resolution, ΣΕ carried 
out in four processes, the. process of 
negotiations, thep rocesg of agreements,

This proposal is in entire accord with 
international law and precedents. It com-

Every Arab State knows henceforward 
that Israel is ready to participate in a 
serious effort to establish peace accord- 
ing to these rules and procedures. We 
shall await the response of the Arab Gov- 
ernments to these proposals, isasmuch as 
their replies will constitute a touchstone 
of the sincerity of their recent announce- 
Ments on readiness to reach an agreed 
peace and implement the resolution of the 
Security Councll which aspires to put the 
relationships between the States of the 
region on a basis of a formally pro- 
claimed, stable and unequivocal peace. 

I hope the Arab Government will an- 
nounce thelr readiness to carry out thig 
progranune for the establishment of a 
stable and just peace, and will, towards 
this end, meet with Israel representatives 
to conduct. negotiations.

Popular misconception 


“The popular view that contempo- 
vary science has become more com- 
plicated is actually a misconception. 
It is really simpler now than it was 
at the beginning of this century. For 
instance, you had physics with cer- 
tain laws. And you had chemistry. 
which used io be a system of cook- 
book recipes. Although there were some 
border regions, as in Physical Che- 
mistry, they were basically completely 
different disciplines. 

“Today we can understand them both 
from a unified point of view. Things 
have in fact become simpler — but 
more abstract, and this is the point. 
We now talk about things that appear 
to contradict common sense. So people 
as 2 rule close their minds and say 
‘I don’t understand this.’ 

“We do have a Babylonian confusion 
because we have become overspecializ- 
ed. Not only are we not talking to the 
feneral public we scientists have even 
jost a common language among our- 
selves. That is the real tragedy." 


In his lecture series here, Professor 
Teller set himself the task of present- 
ing material on a level which would 
be at once comprehensible to non- 
science students. but at the same time 
of value to young physicists, “How- 
ever, I'm now using more formulas 
than I did in the first lecture, the one 
you attended.” he said to this reporter. 


“But don't worry. It doesn't hurt 
anybody if he fails to understand 
everything. You can't have complete 
rapport. Just as long as there are 
some people to whom most things are 
generally clear..." 


Might it be, he was asked, that an 
understanding of the physical sciences 
requires a different type of mental 
attitude or way of thinking from what 
is needed for problems in other areas? 
Does the orecise nature of science 
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demand one kind of technique or ability, 
as compared with the rather more 
vague character of ather areas? 

“To answer this. I would quote a 
freat scientist. Niels Bohr, who 
. ‘It is dangerous to speak more 
precisely than you think.” I wonld say 
that in fields such as social or 
human or political relations in 
which precision does not and perhups 
cannot exist. you cannot make really 
precise analyses. How can you make 
Precise statements about student re- 
volts?" Asked about the unrest at the 
University in Berkeley, Professor Tel- 
Jer had revlied that what had begun 
a “Free Speech Movement” had. in his 
opinion, turned into the opposite: that 
the students had had few real griev- 
ances; and that these could have been 
handled administratively and technical- 
ry. 

By urying for exactitude coucerning 
social problems, he continued. one nor 
only risked applying inappropriate tech- 
niques to unsuitable data, but “nelect- 
ed using precisely the kind of intuitive 
methods which do suit such problems. 
When we are talking about people, we 
ean always put ourselves into their 
Place. But how can I put myself in 
the place of a Jight ray or a hydrogen 
atom?" 

“The undergraduates here are very, 
very good. They catch me up on er- 
rors. Yes, more than at home!” (In his 
opening lecture. to the delight of his 
voung audience which has been 
coming jn increasing throngs as the 
series continues — the professor had 
said: “I never make a mistake. If I 
seem to, it's just to see if you are 
listening!"’) 

Q: Can a small country like Israel 
hope to make any contributions in 
physics? 

A: Israelis have already made sig- 
nificant contributions. My very good 
friend. Professor Yuval Ne’eman. for 
instance. It was he who first suggested 
that I come here, incidentally. 

: Do_you have any plans to come 
back to Israel? 

A: My plaus are to be of any as- 
sistance that I can. I consider it_a 
wonderful opportunity to help the Tel 
Aviv University in any way I can. Of 
course. I have a considerable number 
of obligations at home. My interest 
in Israel ig very. very great — to the 
extent,that. at the age of 60, 1 am 
studying Hebrew.”

TV and serious musi

EEWLY-born television has done some- 

thing for good music the radio aever 
did. For the first time, a full concert was 
on the air — and, of course, on the screen 
— lasting for 2% hours and including 
an interval filled with interviews, Let's 
hope it won't be the Jast time. 

Music on TV creates new vistas. It 
also creates a new character in the 
televised concert — a character of para- 
mount importance: the producer. He di- 
rects the cameras which present to the 
spectator the visual component of the 
concert. His role offers many opportuni- 
tles, and certain risks and limitations. 

Many persons, who “look™ at the music 
more than they listen to it, could enjoy 
cloe-ups of the conductor, his contortlons 
and facial expressions, For then: it has ἃ 

attraction than the musie he 
from the orchestra. A producer 
in to these demands would submit 
ἃ “dlm-psychology" and reduce the 

-u & background for the show. As 

inetor gives this for his musicians 
tu get better results and his gyrations 
are not Intended for general consumption, 
this would be “hero-worship™ or ‘“‘star- 
presentation” driven too far. 

The producer Is compelled by the nature 
ol things not to linger too long on one 
spot. On the other ‘hand, jumplag from 
spot to spot would only irritate the spec- 
Latar src spoil his cajoyment of the con- 
cert. He therefore must plan his camera- 
work as the composer planned his work 
— with exposition, contrast, dynamics, 
climaxes. rests to keep the video 
audience in concentration and suspense 
without exaggerations. Of course, he will 
want to claborate on the secrets of the 
score. perhaps by showing the public the 
instruments predominant at the moment. 
Or he may be tempted to point tu 8 
gtaup of instruments playing an Important 
counterpoint or producing the bass line. 

There are quite = few variattons open 
to the clever producer. It is quite evident. 
however, that the role of the producer 
Οἱ a concert programme can δὲν be satls- 
factorily filled hy ao oman with full 
musical experience. This was pointed out 
by the producer of the 1.P.O. concert, Mr. 
David M. Davies, In the televised interval 
Interview. 

Critic in a fortnight 

Although the 1.P.0. concert is my first 
experience as a TV reviewer (I've become 
one of what Prof. Eliyhu Katz calls “the 
TV critics of a fortnight's experience”). 
1 think that Mr. Davies did a very good 
job with this premiere, the musical aspect 
ot which already bas been reviewed in 
The Jerusalem Post. 

Mr. Davles gave his roving eyes full 
range. but did not over-exert the spec- 
tator’s agility. Most of the time he gave 
the spotlight to appropriate instrumental 
groups, but he did not follow them too 
slavishlv. Using tutti to change angles 
and distances, to give the eyes some rest, 
he even allowed one of his cameramen to 
Test his “eyes” on a pair of particularly 
well-shaped legs of a lady in the stalls. 

At another spot, Mr. Davies showed the 
trumpet player putting hia sordino into 
his Instrument —~ apparently out of con- 
Text with the music heard at the time. 
The educational intention hecame apparent 
some bars Inter, when the trumpet had 
to sound a few importaut solo notes, with 
ita belli half-closed by the mute which 
had been inserted to change the character 
of the instrument's sound, He thug helped 
the intelligent spectator improve his audio 
knowledge through visual demonstration. 


And education is one of the most im- 
portant aspects of music on TV. The 
médium brings musi¢ near to many who 
never would dream of going near 8. con- 
vert hall, for fear of not understanding. 
As Mr. Davies said to the interviewer, 
his experience showed that TV recruited 
additiona] concertgoers for the “live” con- 
certs after the orchestra (in his cage, 
the Bosten Symphony} .had appeared 
several times on TV. 

Another plus for TV concerts: musie 
which is not too stimulating can be made 
more digestable by taking the spectator 
“on tour" (as the listener in the concert 
nall simultaneously burles himself in the 
programme booklet). Also, one can cough 
whenever one wants to without disturb- 
ing the whole section — but I guess no- 
body at home ever thinks of coughing 
anyway. 


Keep volume up 


Mr. Davies’ advice to the recording 
crew (TV still uses Kol Yisrael's men) 
— to tune the recording apparatus to the 
maximum required by the score and then 
leave the knobs — also applies to listeners 
at home. Don't change dynamics during 
the playing of music; tune to the loudest 
and then leave it. But don’t use music 
as background for social chatter — the 
loudest means as near to concert hall 
Pitch as the neighbours will allow. Keep 
small talk for the intervals... 

Mr. Davies, who spent nearly a whole 
year in Israel, leaves on June 15 for other 
assignments in the U.S. He suggests tele- 
vising concerts similar to the Leonard Bern- 
stein-Yitzhak Perlman performance, once 
every three months at first. Later they 
could become a monthly feature. If tha 
quality produced by Mr. Davies can be 
maintained by our own experts, this pro- 
gramme promises to be a boon to efforts 
to bring good music in its best presenta- 
tions to the maximum number of israelis. |

‘West ‘uropean radicals. In Poland, 
for instance, there are groups of 
pro-Chinese students, and a few years 
ago two members of Warsaw University 
‘were sent to prison for advocating sav~- 
ing the revolution by having a new ree 
volution. But the majority probably share 
the feelings of the students of Prague, 
who thought Rudi Dutschke's ideas were 
“eomic", “absurd.” and ‘sworthy of re- 
jection by a 15-year-old.” They have seen 
the failure of attempts to run a couatry 


without the profit motive or commodity’ 


values. They have mostly lost interest in 
ideology and revolution. 

Unlike their western counterparts they 
have not got to the stage of taking the 
material things of life for granted, To 
them what is unreal js sot the television 
commercial but the political slogan. They 
want something that works, and many 
would probably be willing to exchange 
ἃ good deal of what they have for some 
{uot all) of what Rudi Dutschke is trying 
to destroy. 

Yet they share with western students 
a feeling of being manipulated by up- 
controlled concentrations of power (po- 
litiea] or commerical) and ruled by a 
distant generation that is Imprisoned in 
the irrelevant mythology of the cold war. 


‘Danny the Red’ 
back in Paris 


PARIS (Reuter).— Student leader “Dan- 
ny the Red” Cohn-Bendit, his flaming 
red hair dyed black, was back in Paris 
yesterday despite the Interior Ministry’s 
ban on his return to France. In a press 
conference at the Sorbonne, he demand- 
ed that those responsible for sending 
police into the university and for his ex- 
pulsion from France be expelled from the 
country. 

“I crossed the frontler im 8. car,” he 
said. “It's a long frontier — I stooped in 
“a lot of cafes. Nobody recognized me.” 

Cohn-Bendit said students should not 
renounce street demonstrations. He said 
that Premier Georges Pompidou had said 
he accepted everything except pressure 
from the streets. But, the student leader 
said, “We must find ways of avoiding 
confrontation with the police.” 

Twice, he said, there had been grave 
disorders in the streets of Paris. The 
first time was when the police entered 
the Sorbonne. “It was not I who ordered 
.them to do so. Σ id that the man 
who did give the .order shovld be expel- 
Jed from the country.” 

Cohn-Bendit said the second serious 
disorders had occurred

Call to stop dumping 
of Gaza sardines 


Jerusalem Post Reporter 
HAIFA. — Dumping of cut price sardines from the Gaza Strip on the local 
market is causing serious concern to the Israeli fishermen. Already, sardine fish- 
ing in Lake Kinneret has been suspended for lack of markets, and the Medi- 
terranean sardine fishers are also finding it hard to sel] their catches, the 
Secretary of the Fishermen's Union, Dov Schmida, told The Jerusalem Post yes- 
terday. 


He said that during the past fortnight, 
the fishermen have been bringing in 
bumper catches, of over 20 tons a night. 
‘At the same time, the Gaza fishermen are 
also bringing in lcrge amounts of sardines, 
and the Strip's Military Governor is offi- 
clally permitting up to five tons of the 
sardines to be sold in [9:36] — “in addi- 
tion to many mere fish smuggled out 
which are flooding the raarkets from 
Beersheba to Tel Aviv,” a2 claimed. 

He stressed coal this contravened the 
anreement, sigaozd with the inion, whereby 
ali sardine surpluses from the Strip were 
to be marketed exclusively in Jordan. 


Mr, Schmida gaid that before last June, 
the Strip surpluses were scld in Egypt. 
at a price equi t to 10-15 az. per Kg. 
Now, the Strip fishermen are seliog their 
surpluses in Israci for 50 ag., Lhree times 
Yoore than they used to get This ig stlil 
oaly just aver a third of the agreed 
average price of 1L1.20-IL140 per Kg. that 
the Israeli fishermen get trom the can- 
ning industry under their aunual contract, 
under which all but a very very small 
quantity. «which is marketed fresh) is 
supplied to the industry. 

As ἃ result of the dumping, the Kin- 
neret fishermen can no inager market 
their catches, which are less popular, and 
the canning industry hag now asked the 
Union to suspend ail sardine fishlag over 
the Shavuot holiday, he said. “Tils “hs the 
first time that industry has asked us to 
slap fishing.” he noted, 

He said that the Union has appeaied to 


the Agriculture Minister to put an imme- 
diate stop to the official sale of Gaza 
surplus sardines in Israel, and to tighten 
contro)’ measures to prevent the “smug- 
giing’ of sardines from the Strip into 
Israel, 


U.S. GRANT FOR 
WATER PURIFYING 


HAIFA. — The U.S. Department οἵ 
Agriculture has made a grant of IL207,000 
to Dr. Menachem Rebhun and Professor 
Alberto Wachs from the Sanitary Engi- 
neering Laboratories of the Technion to 
carry out a research project on clarifica- 
tion (purification) of water in relation to, 
groundwater recharge, by a process that 
causcs impurities to settle as sediments 
by using soluble polymers. 

This is 2 second grant given to the 
investigators by the Department for re- 
search on water purification and reclama- 
tion. In Bushland, Texas, a runoff water 
reclamation and treatment plant has been 
erected, applying the findings of the Tech- 
nton research. Dr. Rebhun was consulted 
and participated in the operation of this 
plant.

Wize holds its 
5th Bible Day 


Wizo's Bibl: Day was celebrated in Je~- 
rusalenl on Tuesday afternoon at the 
Binyenei Ha‘ooma. The subject this year 
was “Jerusalem and the Bible,” with 
Rabbi L.L Rabinowitz delivering the main 
address. 

Greetings came from Mrs, Rachel Sha- 
zar, wife of the President, who is now 
co-patron. Mr. David Ben-Gurion and the 
Deputy Mayor of Jerusalem, Mr. A. 
Chouraqui. Mrs. Esther Salinger, known as 
the “Angel of the Paratroopers.” spoke 
about “Impressions of the Six Day War 
on the Old City.” Young Rivka Goldberg 
of Petah Tikva, who won a Youth Bible 
Quiz prize, also spoke. The Tachkemont 
Choir, under the baton of Mr. Zvi Talmon, 
took part. 

This was Wizo's fifth Bible Day, and it 
was held simultaa¢ously in 50 countries, 
with an estimated participation of 200,000 
women Initiated by Mrs. Fay Grove-Pol- 
lak, head of the Organization and Edu- 
extlon Department of World Wizo, in co- 
operation with Mrs. Clara Passow, coordi- 
nator of the department. and Dr. Haim 
Gvaryahu, Chuirman of the Israel Bible 
Research Society. It has been under the 
patronage of Mr. Ben-Gurion since its 
inception. 
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Moving a motion for the agenda on the 
“Future Commitments of the Provident 
Funds,” which was Unanimously voted to 
the Finance Committee, Mr. Degani said 
More and more employees were joining 
the funds, and the commitments were 
zooming. 

Today, he ciaimed. the retired three per 
cent of the funds’ membership have a com- 
mitment on 33 per cent of the accumulated 
eapital. Savers belicve their cash is as- 
sured, but in fact it might well be no safer 
than cash deposited with Feuchtwanger 
and Ellerns’ banks. 

The provident funds suffered from inude- 
quate supervision by the authorities. 
They made 2 practice of concluding ail 
manner of undesirable deals. to attract 
new savers at terns which damaged the 
interests uf veteran Members, Fragmeota- 
tion in the funds prevented much-needed 
labour mobility, and caused social jnequall- 
ties, Mr. Dezani believed. 

Tne Histadrut controlled most pension 

funds, and only the Histadrut could merge 
them, he said. However, as the State en- 
joyed the benefits of these savings in its 
javestment programmes, the State should 
have a vital interest in setting the provi- 
cat fund fteid in order, before the threat 
matertalises. 
Replying to the motion, Deputy Finance 
Minister Dr. Zvl Dinstein agreed that 
things were not in order with the country’s 
13 separate provident funds. Although the 
manner of investment conformed with 
statute and was commendable, the ac- 
tuarial side was confused. 

The funda only reckoned up their corn- 
mitment when a member reached retirc- 
ment, hence they had very little Idea of 
how much they owed depositors at any 
particular time. 

Dr. Dinstein said he was all in favour 
o£ a check of the funds’ actuarial situa- 
tion, so that they would finally get 2 
clear idea of commitments, He felt the 
Finance Committee would do well to take 
up the issue. 


Survey for new 


taxing system 
in Tel Aviv 


TEL AVIV. — A survey of ail buildings in 
the city, which will furnish the munici- 
pality with figures for working out new 
standards for tax collecting, 15 currently 
being carried out. These will take into ae- 
count the apartment's overall ares and ant 
the number of rooms in it. 

The alm of the survey is also to grade 
buildings according to their condition. to 
check the amount of parking space avail- 
able to private car owners, to find out the 
state of alr raid shelters, to discover where 
dwelling unlts are combined with busines- 
ses and to bring the city’s lists of names 
and addresses up to date. This is the lar- 
gest survey of its kind ever attempted in 
the country. 

Over 50,000 apartments, about a third of 
all apartments in the city. have already 
been covered. This includes all nejghbour- 
hoods north of the Yarkon, as well as most 
areas in the northern and eastern sections 
of Tel Aviv proper. The survey in Jaffa 
was begun last Tuesday. 

The survey should be completed by Oc- 
tober, the Municipality says. The new tax 
collection system will be in force by next 
April. 


HISTADRUT DELEGATION

A recommendation to thut end has beca 
submitted by the funds’ sctuary in order 
to offset the additional burden Imposed on 
their finances by the recent decision to 
let free oue-haJf of the National Insurance 
od age pension recelved by their members. 
Hitherto the wnole of that pension was 
included in the amount paid by the funds. 

The above concession has been estimat- 
ed at about IL200m. actuary liabilities for 
the existing pensioners, and for a multiple 
of that amount for the funds’ aggregate 
rmaembership, 

The beneficiarizs of the new ruling are 
mainly the low-bracket employees. wha 
had been discriminated against by the 
previoua practice. 


Rewording of law 
on Cabinet secrecy 


Jerusalem Pest Kueaset Reporter 

The provision in the draft Basic Law: 
Cabinet, that all Cabinet proceedings are 
secret and that press publication Is a 
criminal offence — which aroused ite on 
the part of journalists and heart-searching 
within the parties — Is to be reformulated 
and toned down according to a compromise 
resolution approved last night at a session 
of the Labour Knesset faction. 

Mr. Haim Zadok, who headed the sub- 
committee of the Knesset Law, Constitu- 
tion and Justice Committee drafting the 
Basic Law: Cabinet, suggested that in- 
stead of throwing a security blanket over 
all Cabinet proceedings, as Justice Minis- 
ter ¥. 5. Shapira’s original draft intended, 
the ban would cover security, foreign af- 
fairs, “and any other topic which the Ca- 
binet would specifically declare secret.” 
His proposal won a clear majority, against 
a counter-proposal by Mr. Aryeh Bahir to 
leave things as they are, with no security 
blanket at all, save on the Inner Cabinet 
Security Committee.

Draft motions 
prepared for 
Zionist Congress 


The Jewlsh Agency Executive yesterday 
met in three sub-committees to prepare 
detailed drafts of resolutions to be pre- 
sented to the 27th Zionist Cogress opening 
in Jerusalem on June 9. They are: a sub- 
committee on immigration and absorption; 
one which is to draw up a reformulation of 
the Zionist Movement’s programme; and 
one miscellaneous. 

The sub-committees are to present their 
conciusions to today’s session of the Ex- 
ecutive's plenary meeting.

The increasing strength of the Neo-Nazi party in the Federal German Re- 
public is a source of intense concern for Israel. as it is for Jews the world over, 
and for international enlightened opinion, in Europe especially. Israel is keeping 
this threat under constant vigilance, and is in constant contact with democratic 
opinion everywhere, including in West Germany, to seek ways of combatting the 
phenomenon, Foreign Minister Abba Eban said in the Knesset yesterday. 


Replying to two motions for the agenda. 
one Moved by New Communist Meir WII- 
ner on the rise in the strength of neo- 
Nazis in West Germany, and the second 
by Mapam's Emma Talmi on the mouvatine 
wave of anti-Semitism and the danger of 
neo-Nazism, Mr. Eban said that Israel, 
hand-ln-hang with World Jewry, would 
take further measures to arouse world 
attention to ihe threat posed by Fascist 
partle; in Germany. 

But he disagreed that the new strength 
of the Nationale Demokratische Partei 
Deutschlands (N.P.D.) had been paralleled 
by a fresh wave of anti-Semitic action. 
Despite the various manifestations and 
expressions of anti-Semitiani, and the 
mnti-Semitic paper, “Deutsche Nationale 
und Soldaten Zeitung," observers did 
not feel this amounted to & new upsurge, 
Mr. Eban said. Unlike the situation in 
Poland, he added pointedly. 

While not overestimating the danger. 
Israel wag stil concerned and disgusted 
aver German anti-Semitle manifestations. 


Judge Malchi 
wants to retire

The Judges’ Appointment Committee 
met in Jerusalem yesterday to start con- 
sidering the request of Tel Aviv District 
Court Judge Eliezer Malchi to be allowed 
tn retire on pension, 

Judge Malchi was acquitted by the Je- 
rusalem District Court last March of 
charges of accepting ἃ bribe from Miss 
Yona Sofer, In ἃ trial that lasted 18 
Months, In its 11§-page reasoned juds- 
went, the Court criticized Judge Malchi 
for not having beer “meticulous about the 
truth" in his statement to the police about 
the nature of his personal relations with 
Miss Sofer. He returned to the hench 
three days after bis acquittal, after a two- 
year leave without pay. 

The problematic aspect of Judge Mal- 
chi's retirement request is that of the pen- 
sion. Under law, the pension age is 70. or 
60 after twenty years of service. Judge 
Malchi is only 51. He has served for 24 
years, 

The Committee is to sit again, and !s 
not expected to reach a decision for sume 
time. 

The Conuulttee Is headed by Justice MI- 
nister Ya‘acov Shaplro and comprises 
Health Minister Yisrael Barzilai; the Pre- 
sident af the Supreme Court, Justice Ag- 
ἢ ind Justices Beriason and WIL ΙΖ 

Members Dr. Yisrael Ben-Meir 
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Mr. Eban stressed. Hence she would take 
steps to urge that the Statute of Limita- 
tions on Nazi crimes was abolished, and 
that provision was written ito interna- 
tional law, to put Nazi and anti-Semitic 
activity beyond the Jegal pale every- 
where.

They included 
Prof. Yehoshua <Ariell, Associate Professor 
of Modern History, Dr. Gavriel Stein, 
Protessor of Physical Chemistry, Dr. Arieh 
Sachs, Senior Lecturer in English Lan- 
guage and Literature. Dr, Yohanan Peres, 
a sociologist, and Amos Keinan, a news- 
paper columpist. 

Prof. Arleli, who was gtven the longest 
hearing, said the adoption of an annexa- 
tion policy would isolate Israel fram the 
world and force her to adopt a permanent 
policy of war, He said, however, that the

Mr, Arye Ben-Eliezer, Deputy Knesset 
Speaker, said that Gahal’s “portfollo” was 
the maintenance of Israel rule in the West 
Bank, He said his party will remain 
in the Government as long as it can 
serve a useful purpose. Three timeg in 
the past few months Gahal was on the 
verge of leaving the Government but it 
remained because the Government had ac- 
cepted its views. 

Mr. Eytan Beikind, of Nii fame, sug- 
gested that Israel-Arab relations should 
be solved thus: all inhabitants of Israel- 
held territories are to become citizens of 
the State of Israel, regardless of their 
religious or ethnical affiliation.

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Three years 
jail for Arab 
student head

RAMALLAH. — The Chairman of the 
World Palestine Studerts' Federatlon, 
Mohammed Taisir Kub’ah, 30, was yester- 
day sentenced to three years’ imprison- 
ment by the Military Court here, after be- 
ing convicted of twice infiltrating from 
Jordan, 2nd membership in a hostile organ- 
ization. The defence counsel, Mr. Uzi 
Sivan, said he would appeal. 

‘The sentence was read in Kub'ah’s ab- 
sence, after he was escorted out of the 
courtroom for disturbing the proceedings. 
Throughout the reading of the reasoned 
judgment, Kub‘’ah had continuously inter- 
rupted with shouts to the effect that his 
ouly crime was engeging in “political ac- 
tivity against world Zionism.” 

But the bench, basing its judgment on 
Kub’ah's admission of the charges, found 
him guilty of illegally crossing into the 
‘West Bank to engage in “hostile activ- 
2165." Further, after meeting in Amman 
with military commanders of various or- 
ganizations, Kub’ah had organized cells 
among the "Al-ICawmiyoun al-Arab” (Arab 
Nattonalists) for activity against Israel 
He was a leader of one of these groups, 
the “Shabab e-Nakma” (Young Avengers}. 

The prosecutor had demanded the maxi- 
mum’ penalty — which is 15 years’ for 
infiltration and 20 years' for memberghip 
in a hostile organiation. Defence counsel 
Sivan, contending that the Young Aven- 
fers group “did not even exist,”. asked 
for a suspended sentence only on the 
infiltration conviction. 

The trial was attended by Kub'sh's rela- 
tives, who came here from their home 
town, Kalkilys, and a Red Cross represen- 
tative, who was later allowed to hold a 
conversation with Kub‘'ah, presumably on 
prison conditions. 3 

The Arab radio stations carried the 
news of the sentence, describing Kub'ah 
as a hero. -
